The people of the State of Wisconsin represented in
Senate and Assenbly, do enact as follows:

may hereafter be associated with them, be and are hereby

created a body corgorate and politic, with perpetual suc-

cession, to be styled and known by the name and title of

the Willow River Academy; by which name they and

their successors shall ever be known, and shall have power
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to sue and be sued, to contract and be contracted with,
plead, and be impleaded, defend and be defended in all
courts of law and equity. Said corporation shall have a
common seal, and shall have power to acquire, purchase,
receive, possess, hold, and enjoy property, real and person-
al, and to sell and convey the same, rent or otherwise law-
fully dispose of at pleasure.

There is hereby appropriated to each mem-
ber of the senate and assembly the sum of seventy-tive
dollars to be paid out of any moneys in the state treasury.

Sec. 2. TEere is hereby appropriated to the chief clerk
of the senate the sum of seven hundred and twenty dol-
lars, and to the chief clerk of the assembly the sum of six
hundred and fifteen dollars, to be paid out of any moneys
in the state treasury.

Sec. 3. There is hereby appropriated to Timothy Burns,
Lieutenant Governor, the sum of one hundred and fifty
dollars, to he paid out of any moneys in the state treasury,
and to the speaker of the assembly, the sumn of seventy-five
dollars,

Sec. 4. There is hereby appropriated to the sergeant-at-
arms of the senate, and to the sergeant-at-arms of the as-
sembly, each, the sum of four hundred dollars, to be paid
out of any moneys in the state treasury.
